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f The LOPM Department of the SED Be a Irk Directorate is composed of the 
following Sections: Cadre Registration* FDGB, Youth Work* Women* Friendly 
Organizations (including bourgeois parties) and Party Information.

h 0 The SSD and the KYP are not under the control of the SEP Bezirk 
Directorate and are responsible solely to their own superiors© Party control 
in personnel matters is exercised exclusively by the SED Central Committee© 
However* in the -case of the Yopo* direction and personal control are exercised 
via the State Organa Department and the responsible cadre Hef erenten of 
the SED Bez irk Directorate© (The Commander of the Vopo in Bezir k Rostock* 
Ludwig (f5Sn SED) * formerly Chief of the Rural Police in Mecklenburg*

ir Cadre matters in all other instances are never exclusively questions to 
be dealt with by the LOPM Department, but are the responsibility of the entire 
Secretariat© The predominant responsibility of the LOPM Department lies not 
in the selection of personnel but in the guidance and direction of personnel 
previously selected arid placed in positions in the SED itself or in the 
mass organizations© The assignment of Org instructors* however* is generally 
within the provinca of the Head of the LOPM Department; in particularly 
important, cases* as* for example* in the examination of a complete Kr eis ■ ... 

Directorate* the Bezirk Secretariat decides which instructors are to be 

assigned and what their field of responsibility will be© 

j© The elected Bezir k Directorate consists of between 60 and ?Q members and 
approximately 20 candidates© With the next election the number is to be 
reduced to a total of ?0 members* 25$ of which are to be candidates© This 
body is supposed, under the charter, to meet every eight weeks. It plays 
no operational role© 
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
